‘THE PLUMED KNIGHT. 


A Great Crowd of Enthusiastic Ad- 
mirers at Boston Say 
Farewell, 


And a Throng of Equal Proportions 
Welcomes Him to Hospitable 
„ Worcester. 


An Apt and Timely Speech Before a Well 
Pleased AudienceOff for 
New Tork. 


DEPARTURE FROM BOSTON. 
ANXIOUS TO SEE THE PLUMED KNIGHT. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 18.— ial.|—The cu- 
riosity of the average Yankee was well illus- 
trated this morning at the Revere House. As 
early as 8 o’clock people begaa to gather about 
the corridors and inquire if Mr. Blaine had 
yet made his appearance, among these being 
many from outside the city who failed to ob- 
tain a sight of the distinguished gentleman 
last evening. Few of them, however, had their 
wishes gratified, for Mr. Blaine was so wearied 
with his journey of yesterday and the recep- 
tion of last evening that he did not 
leave his room until 9:45 o'clock, 
when he and Senator Hale proceeded 
directly to the private dining-room and break- 
fasted alone. Their repast over, Mr. Blaine re- 
turned to his room, and an informal reception 
was given to all who desired. Among those 
who enjoyed the brief intetview were: Ex- 
Gov. Rice, Gen. N. P. Banks, the Hon. George 
P. Denny, Postmaster E. S. Tobey, Henry Park- 
man, Chairman of the Republican City Commit- 
tee; Robert A. Southworth, Assistant Secretary 
of the Republican State Committee; W. H. 
Bigeiow, Esq., Superintendent of the Eastern 
Division of the Railway Mail Service; ex- 
Congressman Davis of California, Dr. 
Murphy of Dover, N. H.; Mr. W. E. 
Stevens, United States Consul at Smyrna, 
formerly of the Concord Monitor; N. W. Bing- 
ham, Esq., Special Agent of the Treasury De- 
partment; ex-State-Senator W. R. Locke; Mr. 
Pratt, President of the Agricultural Society of 
Worcester County; Congretsman Rice and 
Mayor Reed of Worcester, and William A. Rust, 
Esq. Owing to the brief time before the de- 
parture of the train that was to convey Mr. 
Blaine and his party to Worcester many who 
desired to meet him were unable to obtain the 
opportunity, Mr. Southworth of the State Com- 
mittee having in his hands the cards of nearly 
fifty gentlemen from all parts of the country 
who desired to pay their respects to him, but 
whom he could not see for lack of time. 

AT THE DEPOT. 

At 10:30 Mr. Blaine and his party left the 
hotel and took carriages for the station. Along 
the route many gentiomen and. ladies recog- 
nized the party, and raised their hats and 
otherwise greeted Mr. Blaine and his party. 
At the station quite a crowd was in waiting to 
welcome him, among whom were Mr. Henry 
Cabot Lodge, the Hon. 8. B. Noyes, and Lieut.- 
Gov. Ames, several of whom joined Mr. 
Blaine in his journey. Seats had 
been engaged for the party in the 
forward Pullman car, abowt which another 
crowd had gathered to catch 4 glimpse of the 
distinguished party. On entering the car Mr. 
Blaine was at once engaged fm close conversa- 
tion by Mr. Lodee till just before the departure 
of the train, when opportunity was given for 
the introduction ef a few of the many persons 
who crowded into the car to welcome Mr. 
Blaine. During Mr. Blame's visit to the city it 
is a pleasure to say there been none other 
than most courteous treatment offered him. 
t has been recognized as an bonor paid 
the city, and none have sought to utter within 
his hearing any campaign allusions that would 
have been a discredit to the occasion. 

) THE ARRIVAL AT WORCESTER. 

The train bearing Mr. Blaine and party made 
no stops between Boston and Worcester. When 
it arrived at the latter city the depot was tound 
thronged with people anxious to catch a 
glimpse of their honored fellow-citizen. Mr. 
Blaine bade good-by to ex-Secfetary of the 
Navy Robeson andjfriends, who by chance hap- 
pened to be upon the same train on their 
way home from Mr. Robeson's summer 
residence at Little Boar's Head, N. 
H., and then stepped from the car 
in company with the Hon. Charles B. Pratt, 
followed by Senator Hale, with the Hon. W. W. 
Price. He was met by ex-Mayor Hildreth, the 
Hon. Edward L. Davis, Gen. Josiah Pickett, O. 
B. Hadwen, and Calvin Hartshorne, by whom 
he and those who were with him were conduct- 
ed to carriages which were waiting to convey 
them to the fair-grounds. The instant Mr. 
Blaine appeared a shout went up from the as- 
sembled citizens, followed by an enthusiastic 
round of cheers. At the same time a salute ot 
thirty-eight guns rang out from a battery of 
cannon. So desirous were the people of 
seeing bim as clearly as possible that they 
formed an almost solid block of humanity 
along the entire vestible through which he was 
to go. As the party pushed their way through 
the lines the spectators would‘ reiterate their 
rounds of cheers. All along the streets a mass 
of people crowded the sidewalks or watched 
from neighboring windows the passing car- 
riages. Flags were displayed at very many 
residences. The party proceeded immediately 
to the fair-grounds, where they were met near 
the entrance by the Marshals and Worcester 
Cadet band and by them escorted to the recep- 
tion-tent. The same cordial spirit prevailed 
with the crowds at the grounds. 


AT WORCESTER. 
A HEARTY GREETING BY A GREAT CROWD OF 
ADMIRERS. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 18.—[Special. |—Mr. 
Blaine was given acordial reception here today. 
He arrived from Boston on the noon train, and 
was met at the union station by a nun-partisan 
Reception Committee, and by several thousand 
people, who cheered heartily as the party 
alighted from the train. Mr. Blaine was ac- 
companied to the city by Senator Eugene Hale 
of Maine, Secretary Fessenden of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, and others. He came 
as the guest of the County Agricultural So- 
clety, and was immediately driven to the fair- 
grounds through streets lined with 
enthusiastic people. He rode an 
open barouche drawn dy four black 
horses, and was accompanied by Congressman 
Rice, President Platt of the Agricultural So- 
ciety, and Mayor Charles G. Reed. Upon arriv- 
ing at the grounds lunch was served in the 
President’s tent, preceded by an informal re- 
ception, at which many prominent gentiemen 
of both political parties were preseated to Mr. 
Blaine. It was found that the wind blew inthe 
wrong direction to make it convenient to speak 
from the judges’ stand, so Mr. Blaine was es- 
corted to an open buggy in the, middle of the 
crowd, where, standing upon the seat, 
be made his speech. He was fol- 
lowed by Senator Hale and Congressman 
Rice. There were between 5,000 and 6,000 per- 
sons on the ground during the speaking, and 
Mr. Blaine was greeted with great enthusiasm, 
and listened to with close attention. After 
the speaking Mr. Blaine dined with Congress- 
man Rice, and then took the 5:30 train for 
New York. 

At the dinner, beside the host and hostess, 
were Mr. Biaine, Mr. Hale, Philip L. Moen of 
Worcester, candidate for Presidential Elector; 
T. C. Bates of North Brooktield, and T. S. John- 
son of Worcester, both of the State Central 
Committee; Senstor Hoar and Mrs. Hoar. The 
remainder of the afternoon was spent at Mr. 
Rice’s until it became time to take the train for 
New York.

AT THE FAIR-GROUNDS. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 18.—Mr. Blaine ar- 
rived in this city from Boston at noon today. 
Thousands of people were in waiting at the 
station, and thousands more lined the route to 
the fair-grounds. 
ally cheered. 

A National salute was fired by a section of 
Battery B on his arrival. The visit is entirely 
non-partisan, the Reception Committee being 
composed of members of the Agricultural So- 
ciety and representing different political par- 
ties. Senator Hale of Maine and Lieut.-Gov. 
Ames of Massachusetts accompanied Mr. 
Blaine, who was met at the union station by 
the Reception Committee. The party were 
driven to the fair-grounds. They were met at 
the junction of Elm and Agricultural streets, 
neamthe falr- grounds, by the Marshals and 
cornet band and escorted to the tent of the Presi- 
dent. A large crowd gave Mr. Biaine a hearty 
welcome. At the tent he was met by the 
trustees of the society and introduced by 
President Platt. There was a large gathering 
of gentlemen representing the city and county 
present. Lunch was served in the tent, and 
there was a very pleasant, informal, social in- 
terview which lasted until the time for the 
epeaking, when the party adjourned to the 
speakers’ stand. 

MR. BLAINE’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Blaine spoke as follows: 

‘““LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: I am sure that, 
under this rich autumn sun ana in this rich and 
prosperous State, you will expect from me to- 
day nothing but words of congratulacon. And 
if there be any one spot within the limits of 
the United States which may challenge all 
others in prosperity, contentment, and general 
bappiness, it must be Worcester, in the State of 
Massachusetts. [Applause.] We are in the 
habit in our minds, without looking closely at 
figures, to think of some of the rich sections ot 
Europe as far more populous than any sec- 
tions we have in this country; but in the 
great United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Irelanc there is not as dense a population 
as inhabit Massachusetts from this point to the 
sea; there is notin the crowded Kingdom of 
Belgium; notin that hive of industry—Hol- 
land—so dense a population as you on this 
ground represent today; and when you come to 
compare the comfort, thrift, and general pros- 
perity of the entire people there is not perbaps 
on this circling globe a community that can 
stand comparison. Out West on those rich 
lands which ‘laugh a crop when tickled with a 
hoe in that * boundless contiguity of space in 
which the agricultural district stretcbes from 
the crest of the Alleghenies to the great plains, it 
will be a surprise to them, if it is not 
to you, that this County of Worcester, 
out of 1.700 and odd counties that make 
up all of the States, is the fifteenth 
in the whole United States in the value of its 
agricultural products; and what is more sur- 
prising that, standing in this high rank in 
agricultural industry and agricultural product, 
it stands still higher in mechanical industry 
and the product of manufactures, for in that 
great list it stands.tenth in the United States. 
So that when you come to estimate the $5,500,- 
000,000 product of manufactures in a single 
year, and $3,500,000,000 as the product of agri- 
culture in a single yearin this United States, 
you can see what must be the magnificent pros- 
perity of this county that it should stand 
fifteenth in one list and tenth in the other. 
Gentlemen, this county has been long noted, has 
been long known. It is the county best known 
im the State—so widely known throughout the 
Union—and if it were to be presented, or if any 
county in this country were to be presented; as 
the dne exemplar, the one illustration of what 
free industry, and free schools, and free edu- 
cation could do, there would be one voice in 
favor of presenting the County of Worcester 
as that exemplar. [Appiause,| We ure 
sometimes a little jealous of you 
in Massachusetts, but perhaps it is 
only for your superior prosperity (laughter); 
but outside and beyond that jealousy I am here 
to say on behalt of the State which was part of 
the old Commonwealth that for the County of 
Worcester, for the State of Massachusetts, no 
otber feeling is entertained than that of pro- 
found respect, admiration, and bonor. Ka- 
thusiastic cheers. }

abundant increase of the great prosperity

EN ROUTE. 
OF ENTHUSIASM ALL ALONG 
LINE OF TRAVEL. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—After 
leaving Worcester the train made the run to 
Palmer without a stop. At that point Mr. 
Blaine left his car and went along the plat- 
form, shaking hands with as many as he could 
of the hundreds who were upon it, and who 
cheered him lustily. When the train arrived 
at Springfield it was at once surrounded by a 
buzzing crowd, which numbered thousands. 
Mr. Blaine having come forward, the Hon. 
William H. Hale said: * Fellow-citizens, 
allow me to present to you James G. 
Blaine.“ This introduction was the signal 
for renewed cheers, to which Mr. Blaine re- 
plied: **I thank you, my friends, very beartily 
tor your cordial reception. I have no time to 
say more than simply my thanks.“ Mr. Hale 
called for three cheers, and three times three 
were given. Then Mr. Blaine spent several 
minutes shaking hands with those who could 


reach him. In response to calls tor another 
speech he said: “I again extend to you my 
sincere thanks for this hearty reception.” At 
Springfield the following named gentiemen got 
on thetrain: Col. H. T. Sperry, Postmaster

There were more cheers and more 
music as, Mr. Biaine having returned to the 
train, the cars were drawn away toward Bridge- 
port, the last place at which a stop was made.

AT NEW YORK. ° 
A VAST AND ADMIRING MULTITUDE GREET MR. 
BLAINE AT THE DEPOT. 

New York, Sept. 18.—|Special.]—The train 
which brought the Hon. James G. Blaine to 
this city arrived tonight about thirty minutes 
late. As the train entered tne station a salute 
was given the party by the explosion ot thirty- 
eight railway torpedoes upon the rails and a 
rendition of Marching Through Georgia” by 
the band. Mr. Blaine turned to Collector Rob- 
ertson, who with others bad met the train at 
New Haven, saying, laughingly, “1 thought 
there was to be no demonstration.”” He looked 
pleased at the welcomé, and be walked from the 
train, taxing the arm of ex-Gov. Cornell as he 
stepped from the platform. The roofs of the 
ears On the adjoining tracks were covered with 
people, and a large crowd was assembied on 
the walks and stairway of the entrance to the 
station. As his tall form towered above the 
crowd which rushed toward him his band was 
seized by Stephen J. Elkins, while the air was 
filled with shouts of “Hurrah for Blaine.” 
When he reached the steps leading to the street 
the crowd rushed upon nim, and many shook 
nands with him while his carriage was 
drawing up. The Jacobus Light Battery and 
the Ninth Ward Pioneer Club, in handsome 
uniforms, were drawn up in Forty-second 
street, with lanterns and flaring torches, and as 
Mr. Blaine stepped to his carriage the torches 
were waved aloft and the lanterns swung around 
the heads of those who beld them, the immense 
crowd joining in the cheers given by the uni- 
formed escort. Finally, by an energetic dem- 
onstration of the police, the crowd was driven 
back, and Mr. Blaine entered the vehicle, at- 
tended by Mr. Cornell, Senator War 
ner Mitler, and Collector Robertson. 
The other carriages were soon filled 
by Mr. Blaine's friends. The party drove 
around into Fifth avenue to await the arrival 
of the legions who were forming in marching 
order in Forty-second street. The carriuve 
halted in front of the reservoir, Mr. Blaine 
waving bis hand and bowmg as the crowd 
cheered and surged about him. Here some en- 
thusiastic young men endeavored to unbitch 
the horses from Mr. Blaine’s coach and 
drag it to the hotel. When the order 
to march was given, the Pioneer Club led the 
way, Mr. Blaine's carriage coming next, the 
rear being taken by the Jacobus Battery. 
Along the avenue there were groups of sight- 
seers. The Union League Club was brilliantly 
illuminated, and a crowd was in front of the 
Republican headquarters. The crowd on the 
sidewalks followed along from the station to 
the hotel, keepm up a continuous cheering,

SCENES AT THE HOTEL. 

The coach containing the party was driven 
around to the private entrance of the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, on the Twenty-third street side, 
and its occupants stepped briskly into the ball. 
A line of Capt. Williams’ licemen 
bad been stationed within and without 
the building, and once under its pro- 
tection the party’s movements were no longer 
interfered with by the crowd. Mr. Blaine 
walked at a lively gait up the stairs, with ex- 
Gov. Cornell and Senator Warner Miller close 
behind. He ized a number of friends, 
with whom be exchanged a cordial greeting, 
among them Col. Hooker of the National 
mittee. His apartments, pariors Nos. 81 and

The immense crowd in Madison Square yelled 
and cheered ** Blaine! Blaine!“ and in a few 
minutes after, when Mr. Blaine descended to 
the parlor-Hoor and stepped out upon the 
baicony, he was vigorously cheered. He re- 
sponded by lifting bis hat and bowing. A 
number of friends had meanwhile entered the 
parior, and, when Mr. Blaine retired from the 
night air, they crowded about to shake his band.

MRS. GARFIELD’S PERIL. 


Belief that the Fellow Recently Ar- 
rested Was a Second Guiteau — A 
Workhouse Sentence. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—There 
is little doubt but that the fellow who was ar- 
rested on the steps of Mrs. Garfield's house last 
Monday at ber request is a second Guiteau in 
intent, and that if be had gained admittance to 
the house he would have killed Lucretia Gar- 
field as Guiteau killed her husband. The man 
arrived here Monday afternoon from the West 
and hired a backman to take him to Mrs. Gar- 
field’s house. He rang the bell and asked a 
maid-servant for a girl named Piper. No 
one lived there by that name, pet 
he refused to go and hung around for several 
hours until Mrs. Garfield became alarmed and 
telephoned for the police. A heavy loaded 
revolver was in his pocket. He refused to say 
anything when arrested, but has since intimated 
that Guiteau was a hero and to be followed. 
While in prison he refused to eat the fare pro- 
vided, and when examined Tuesday put ona 
lordly air and refused to give his name, pur- 
pose, or business, Today the fellow was tried 
for carrying concealed weapons and sent to the 
workhouse for twenty-eight days and fined $200. 
During the examination the prosecutor sud- 
denly addressed him as T. M. Alexander, and 
he turned quickly in response, but at once 
dropped back to blankness. He is supposed to 
be from Richmond, Va., and the author of sey- 
eral postal-cards that have been sent to Mrs. 
Garfield threatening her life. He looks a typ- 
ical Southerner, is about 55 years of age, tall 
and siender, well dressed, and with deep-set 
saturnine features, and a and mustache.

DANGERS OF A SOLID VOTE. 

The only serious danger in -partisanship is 
the solid vote, because it does not reason. No 
party should ever be so fixedly installed in this 
Republic as to render it indifferent to the inde- 
pendent vote.

A meeting was held in this city, 
in this very hall, a few weeks ago, addressed 
by two of the most distinguished men of the 
Democratic party.

Legisiature presvuribing that there should be no 
distinction in the elevated-raiiroad fares, that 
there should be no class hours when different 
charges should be made, and that the rate of 
five cents should be universal, the Governor 
-vetoed it. He gave as an exouse that there was a 
contract with the companics which would be 
violated the enactment of this 
law, assumes to himself the function 
not only of the executive, not only of the leg- 
isiative department, but also of the judicial 
tribunal. Whatare the facts? These corpo- 
rations have an annual income of $7,000,000. 
They have got far beyond the period of ex pert- 
ment contemplated by the law. They can af- 
Tord to reduce their fares to five cents, still 
mam a legitimate profit on their jiegitimate

A law was enacted by the Legislature re- 
ducing the hours of labor of the street-car 
conductors of this city. The Governor vetoed 
that bill because it was what he deemed class 
legislation. Every man who is familiar with 
the business iuterests and commerce of this 
great city. knows there was someihing more 
than the welfare of the conductors involved in 
that measure, although, if there were nothing 
more, common humanity would the 
approval of the measure. The safety of the 
entire traveling community is also involved. 
The strength, the health, the clearness of mind, 
the nerve of those having control of the public 
conveyances are all subjects of interest to the 
entire public. The custody of human lives is 
in the keeping of these conductors, their phys- 
ical and mental condition is of concern to the 
public, and no portion of it provested against 
the enactment of this legisiation. 

But the Governor, who could not approve 
a measure to reduce the hours of labor of the 
overworked and unfortunate men, because 
extending relief to them would be class legis- 
lation.“ approved a bill to reduce by 25 per 
cent the fees of the pilots of New York Harbor. 


When that measure was before him for con- 
sideration be forgot nis objection to * class 
legisiauon.” He did not forget, but he was 


indifferent to the fact that the pilots at whom 
this blow was struck were citizens of the 
United States, and that 94 per cent of those to 
be benefited by, the reduction were foreign cor- 
rations. In his last annual m to the 
siature of the State ot New York he 
bas placed himself on record not only concern- 
ing the pilots, but also concerning the question 
of protection to American industry, a question 
he so studiously avoided in bis letter of aceept- 
ance by declaring the President was only an 
executive officer.”” Intbe message referred 
to he recommends this reduction. Mark his 
reasoning. I quote his laugusge literally. He 
saye: “ Representations made to me by both 
the commercial interests affected and the pilots 
leave in my mind not a shadow of 
doubt that it is the duty of the Legis- 
lature, i the interest of the State. 
eto regulate these fees so that they will cease to 
be, as now, higher than at other ports in this 
and foreign countries. The suggestion is made 
by the pilots that the extortion is mitigated be- 
cause the high rates are paid by foreign in- 
stead of domestic shipowners. This idea is in 
direct antagonism to the considerations in- 
volved in the creation and maintenance of the 
commerce of the State, and betrays an entire 
misconception of the important interests with 
which the occupation of a pilot is related and 
upon which its existence depends.“ This quo- 
tation justified Mr. Henry Watterson and every 
other honest free-trader in making the claim 
that Grover Cleveland is a free-trader, pure 
and simple. 
THE DEFECTS AND FAILINGS OF THE DEMO- 
CRATIC PARTY—THE TARLFF ISSUE. 

We are opposed to the success of the Demo- 
cratic party in this Presidential contest not 
only because of our objection to its Presidential 
candidate but because we do not trust it on 
the question of protecting American industry. 
Its declarations in its platform area meaning- 
less jumble of words, an evasion of the issue— 
an issue so important to the wage workers as 
well as to the capitalists of this country. We 
may judge best of its future by its past. 
It had control of the last House 
of Representatives. It elected a Speaker on 
a distinct issue. That Speaker created his 
Committee on Ways and Means in furtherance 
of the issue which triumphed in bis election. 
The Chairman of that committee, Col. Morrison 
of IlHnots, framed a bill representing doubtless 
the best thought and the honest purpose of the 
com which triumphed in the Democratic 

ouse of Representatives. What was the Mor- 
rison bill? It was a bill to make a reduction of 
20 per cent in the duties on all imports. Was it 
the result ofinvestigation, of scrutiny, of testi- 
mony? Was it logical? Had it any consideration 
for home industry? Were the manufacturers, 
the operatives, the importers ot this country 
brought before the Committee on Ways and 
‘Means to give testimony before that body? 
Were the wages and the modes of living in Eu- 
rope and in America compared by that com- 
mittee? Were any investigations made to de- 
termine what would be the effect of the enact- 
ment of the law upon American industry and 
upon the American wageworkers’? Was it as- 
certained whether or not many manufacturing 
establishments must close if this bill were 
enacted into a law? No. It was the 
blow of a blind man armed with a 
dagger, rushing madly among bis friends, 
neither knowing nor who might be the 
victims of his steel. It is said the tariff needs 
revision. So it does, and the Kepublican party 
is committed and pledged to ite revision. But 
there will be no revision by that party without 
a proper preliminary examination, without an 
ascertainment of the exact condition of the 
country. The revision after such an ascertain- 
ment and investigation will not be a wild one, 
making the same reduction in all things, but 
will be a graded one, in some csses, perhaps, 
reducing 50 per cent, in others ouly 5, 
making such reductions, such modifications, 
and, if needs be, such increases as will do jus- 
tice to all without doing injury to any of the 
great elements which contribute to our manu- 
facturing and industrial prosperity. It is said 
there are strikes and uncertainties all through 
the land, and that the Republican party is re- 
sponsible for them. I submit the contrary is 
the case. The responsibility is upon Morrison 
and those who voted for his bill. Why should 
there not be strikes? Why should there not be 
uncertainties? Why should there not be con- 
traction when so dangerous a bill received 
sO enormous a vote in one branch of 
the National Legislature? We all know that 
the industrial sources of this country, although 
managed almost exciusively by young and 
active men, are very largely operated with 
capital furnished by older and more con- 
servative men who have accumulated wealth 
and retired from active business. These men 
are necessarily conservative, and are extreme- 
ly watchful and sensitive. No matter how 
great their confidence in the individuals to 
whom they would gladly intrust the manage- 
ment of their capital, they cannot be blind to 
the fact that it is dangerous to maintain large 
investments at a time when those invest- 


metts are clouded with such uncertainty 
Vy the possible passage of Morrison's 
bills or kipdred measures. There are 


hesitating capitalists, there are men who 
withhold investments, and consequently there 
are men insufficiently paid and threatened with 
idleness. Let the responsibility rest where it 
should—upon those who have threatened the 
stability and continuance of our industry and 
prosperity. Do you, who came from your 
native land to escape not only the government 
but the blighting influence of the political 
economy of Engiand on one of the fairest and 
most fertile lands in the worid, desire that that 
influence should dominate your adopted land? 
Did you leave English misrule and English 
political economy to come here and be the 
tools of English political economists in the 
government of the United States? Is English 
political economy any dearer to you, any more 
highly esteemed Dy you, on this side of the 
Atlantic than it Was on the other? 

(Mr. Sullivan here read from United States 
Consular Reports descriptions of the homes of 
the working people in the leading English man- 
ufacturing toWhs, and compared them with the 
homes of the American workingmen.)

‘In going to it,“ said Mr. Sulli- 
van, we are not leaving the party of labor, 
we are not going to the enemy of labor. We 
go to the protectors of American industry; we 
go to those who wish to see an American navy, 
the restoration of American commerce, the 
preservation of the idea of American National- 
ity. Weare not going to our enemies; we are 
prodigais coming home, and the Democratic 
party will furnish us with the fatted oalf.“ 

In closing, Mr. Sullivan paid a high tribute to 
Mr. Blaine, and said: Ik is not true either 
that he will give, or that we want him to give, 
u quarrelsome, vindictive Administration.

GEN. LOGAN'S SPEECH AT THE BANQUET. 

At the banquet tonight Gens. Horace Porter, 
Stewart L. Woodford, and Gen. Logan were the 


principal speakers. Gen. Logan spoke as fol- 
lows: 

The volunteer soldier was a citizen trans- 
formed in a twiakling from citizenship to the 
sturdy profession of arms. Not collected to- 
gether like men who fight for territorial exten- 
sion, for plunder, or for glory, but true and 
loyal men of one of the grandest Republics 
that God ever allowed men to control; men 
who loved their country for their country’s 
sake; men who fought not for sovereigns, 
but for the sovereignty of the Nation; 
men whose patriotism was as boundless as the 
air, whose courage was as unbending as the 
orm; who, with the fate of the institutions 
of this country in their bands, went forth to 
do or die for their cause, and appealing to 
Heaven that the right might prevail. They 
marched forward against foeman worthy of 
their steel, through sunshine and storm, in the 
midst of deprivation and gloom. They poured 
out their blood in battering down the walis of 
slavery. They tore the iron mask from se- 
cession and iet the giorious light of free- 
dom shine upon the face of treason. 
Like the mighty river that flows majestically 
along, marking on the banks that hedge it in 
and leaving the imprints of its torrents upon 
the rocks that intercept its course, the volun- 
teer soldiers of the Republic left their impress 
to last with time upon the institutions of this 
country. They marked the pathway for the 
tread of an advanced Christian civilization. 
They nailed the flag of the Republic just be- 
low the cross, where Christianity overlooks 
liberty. They felt that if in their life or in 
their death they could contribute one Sin- 
gle atom to the great temple of hu- 
man freedom and progress they would 
leave footprints. whien all future centuries 
could not obliterate. They thought the man 
that died a patriot fell to rise agaiu; that civil- 
ization follows the Bible; that liberty and civ- 
ilization go hand in hand together, and if one 
dies the other dies also. But they were de- 
termined that both should live. They proved 
that in the path of indomitable will obstacles 
are but stepping-stones to success. They felt 
that not only was siavery a blighting curse 
upon the institutions of the land, but 
that the political problem of man’s 
capacity for self-government was at 
stake; that Freedom's fortune and 
Civil Liberty’ajlast lingering hope were in- 
volved; that if man was not capable to govern 
himself he must wear the chains of slavery 
that tyrants forge for his limbs; that if the 
United States Government should fail to sus- 
tain itself in the first trying ordeal the glorious 
urt of civil freedom would have gone down 
forever in gloom and blood; and that Liberty 
must have received a blow that would have 
sent it staggering along its winding way fora 
thousand years, and man must have lived 
another long dark night of slavery and despair. 

„But success crowned the efforts of those 
men. Treason Was crushed and the Union was 
preserved, and our Government stands today 
in the foundation of public faith, against which 
neither secession nor treachery can ever pre- 
yail. The great political problem of man's ca- 
— 5 for self-government still lives. The 

tars and Stripes still wave—and God grant 
they shall ever wave—over the land of the free 
and the home of the brave. These men 
made and unmade constitutions of States. 
They made and added to the Constitution 
of this Government liberal clauses. 
They tore from our statutébooks laws bar- 
barous in character, and substituted humane 
ones. They lifted the lash from human backs 
and poured the oil of freedom on the sores. 

hey reached into the yawning gulf of despair 
and lifted chained humanity up to the plane of 
liberty and civilization. They broke the chains 
and manacies, and with Christian love lifteda 
race of people into the sunligut of freedom, 
where they stand today as citizens of this 
grand American Republic. They placed the 
jewel of liberty where it will ever reflect 
its glory. These soldiers, when the War 
was over, turned homeward with joyous.

Fixing the Price of Land Along the 
Northern Pacific. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 18.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has rendered the following de- 
cision in regard to the lands within the granted 
limits of the Northern Pacific Railroad re- 
leased from the reservation of the Crow In- 
dians: Firat, that the even sections within this 
leased reservation should be sold at double the 
minimum price ($2.50 per acre). With regard 
to the odd sections it is held that although the 
legislative intent in this case may not be en- 
tirely free from doubt, in that it was one of 
the sole purposes of the agreement to afford 
an opportunity for the speedy location and 
construction of the railroad without trespass- 
ing upon the rights of the Indians, yet, in view 
of the doubt and the fact that when the definit 
location was made the release did not become 
such as to restore the land to the public do- 
main, I concur in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioner of the Land Office and affirm the decision, 
the law case having been substantially settled by 
numerous decisions of the department in other 
cases. In regard to the price of the odd sec- 
tuons, to be disposed of where the grant is 
made, he deciares that the alternate and even 
sections reserved to thé United States shall not 
be sold for less than $2.50 per acre. The de- 
partment is constructively authorized to treat 
the odd sections in the same manner as the 


even sections are treated, and therefore they 


should bear the same price.

for lands lying side by side, in common Umits, 
and governed by the same rules of disposal, 
basing the difference on the fact that some sec- 
tions were bearing odd and others even num- 
bers in designating them, the description being 
merely for purposes of survey and identifica- 
tion.

Portfolio. 

WasHiIncton, D. C., Sept. 18.—|Special.}—

of the Treasury, but it is entirely speculative. 
No one here pretends to know the President's 
intentions. It is not now believed that either 
Postmaster-General Gresham or Seoretary 
Chandler will receive the appointment. Gres- 
ham says that the position bag not been ten- 
dered him, and says nothing more. Chandler 
declines to discuss the subject. Assistant-Sec- 
retary French says that he does not 
wish the promotion. Assistant-Secre- 
tary Coon would undoubtedly feel honored 
by the appointment. The postponement of the 
date of Minister Morton’s departure from 
Paris bas had the effect to strike his name trom 
the list of possible appointees. His friends 
gay, however, that his connection with a bank- 
ing-house could not be used against him as be 
severed nis relations with the house of L. P. 
Morton & Co. before he entered upon the duties 
of Minister to Paris. The latest name men- 
tioned in connection with the Treasury is that 
of ex-Senator Reuben E. Fenton of New 
York. The Jamestown Journal, the home 
organ of Mr. Fenton, has just had 
a significant paragraph in this connection, 
which stated that it was yet possible that the 
appointment would fall upon a distinguished 
citizen of that place. Ex-Secretary Windom, 
who arrived in Washington today, laughed at 
the suggestion that he might receive the ap- 
pointment, and indicated that there was no pos- 
sibility that such an appointment would be 
considered. 
Wasmxdrox. D. C., Sept. 18.—It is now 
known beyond doubt that Gen. Gresham can 
bave the Treasury portfolio if he wishes it. 
His hesitancy is caused by his desire to con- 
clude investigations already begun and inau- 
gurate further reforms in the Post-Office De- 
partment. It is known the President would be 
gratified if Judge Gresham would accept the 
place, and some of his friends believe he may 
yet be induced to take the position.

The Commercial Commission to Span- 

ish-American Countries. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 18.—[Special.]— 
The instructions to the commission to visit 
Central and South America have been issued 
by the State Department. The commission is 
now only waiting an opportunity to confer with 
merchants who haye business in the countries 
named, and tostudy the commercial relations 
with the United States, before leaving. The 
date for leaving has been fixed fot Oct. 10, The 
commission will go direct to the city of Mexico, 
first visiting the Central American countries 
and then South America. The State Depart- 
ment has prepared as accurate a state- 
ment as possible of the commercial ro- 
lations between the several countries that are 
to be visited and our own, and the commission 
is supplied with such intormation as the differ- 
ent departments of the Government have upon 
this subject. The instructions issued Were not 
of a private chafacter, and they contain noth- 
ing as to any future conference of these coun- 
tries at Washington, as it was at one time sur- 
gested was the purpose of Mr. Frelinghuysen. 
The commission has sent out a series of ques- 
tions to merchants and others supposed to have 
information as to the countries, and the an- 
swers are to be used as a guide for the investi- 
gations of the commission. It is hardly possi- 
ble that the commission will return to make 
more than a preliminary report during this ad- 
ministration. 


Condition of the Treasury. 

WasuIxdrox, D. C., Sept. 18.—[Special. |— 
The excess of assets over demand liabilities in 
the United States Treasury today was $150,- 
000,000, or $12,000,000 above the customary 40 
per cent kept on band as a reserve. There are 
no very heavy demands approaching to cut the 
excess down before Oct. 1. That date the 
quarterly interest on the 4 per cents, amount- 
ing to $7,500,000, will be paid, and the iast call 
for $10,000,000 will have matured, making it 
necessary to set aside that sum for the purpose 
of redemption. In the meantime the excess 
will keep on increasing daily until at the 
end of the month it will reach probably $157,- 
000,000. The interest and bond call out of this 
will leave about $140,000,000, which will again 
be added to for a month until the pensions are 
to be paid for the quarter ending in December. 
It is estimated that 818.000, 000 will be needed 
for this purpose in November, or $4,000,000 
more than the estimate for the last quarter, 
which fell somewhat below the amount actual- 
ly required, and will have to be made up de- 
fore the middle of November. Therefére there 
will be enough money to pay another bond

JERRY M’AULEY. 
DEATH OF THE FAMOUS REFORMED CROOK. 
New York, Sept. 18.—|Special.)—Jerry Mo- 
Auley lies dead in his rooms over the Cremorne 
Mission, on West Thirty-second street. He 
took his wife to Central Park yesterday after- 


noon for a walk. Just as he had 
returned at 5:30 o’clock, he was 
attacked with hemorrhage of the lungs, 


and physicians were called. He lived ‘until 
4:05 o’clock this afternoon, when he turned his 
eyes toward heaven, raised his hand, and with 
a quiet smile said: It's all right.” Then his 


ment later he was dead. He had been troubled 
with hemorrhage before. His wife was pros- 
trated by his death. 

Jerry McAuley was about 45 yearsold. He 
never knew his father, who was a counter- 
feiter and left home to escape the vengeance 
ofthe law. He early began his career as a 
river thief. When 19 old years he was 
arrested for a highwuy roobery, of which 
he persisted to his dying day tnat 
he knew nothing, but be was convicted and 
sent to Sing Sing for fifteen years. Jerry 
studied the Bible and became converted, was 
pardoned, fell a victim to drinking. and be- 
came a river thief once more. In 1872 he was 
converted again, and started the 
Water Street Mission, ahd after this he 
became well known throughout the city 
as a Christian worker. Jan. 10, 1883, the Cre- 
morne Mission for rescuing fallen men and 
women, which had been fitted up at a cost of 
$9,000, was opened under his management. 
Jerry was saving and leaves some property, in- 
cluding a house at Rockaway and another at 
Ocean Grove.

BEN BUTLER 
TALKING SORGHUM AT A FAIR AND POLITICS AT 
4 MASS-MEETING. 

Newakk, N. J., Sept. 18.—At least 50,000 per- 
sons were today on the fair-grounds of the 
New Jersey State Agricultural Society at 
Waverly. Every portion of New Jersey was 
represented. Gov. Leon Abbett arrived early. 
Gen. Butier drove over from Newark at 3 p. m. 
After paying his respects to ex-Congressman 
Clark, President of the Society, Gen. Butler 
spoke for ten minutes to a large crowd. He 
said he had never thought of talking 
politics at a fair, and devoted 
most of his speech to advising 
the farmers to raise sorghum and produce, and 
leave the cultivation of grain to the great 
States West. The speech was warmly cheered. 
In the evening at the military square in New- 
ark, a restiess crowd of some 10,000 people as- 
sembied to hear Gen. Butler, and their noise 
made the speech of the Chairman inaudible. 
Gen. Butler quieted the assembly somewhat by 
some very vigorous measures, and insisting 
on having the stand cleared. When quiet 
was restored, Gen. Butler said: 
“If every man will hoid his 
own tongue and keep quiet, I shall have no 
difficuity about addressing you.” Labor, the 
General held, is not sufficiently protected in 
this country, and he asked: How can you 
laboring men expect to be prosperous with the 
pauper labor of the South coming into direct 
competition with you? The old slave masters 
bold their workers with a rod of iron, and they 
have their labor for one-half what 
you do. They come in direct competition 
with you. This is a question of labor. 
You don’t want pauper labor over here from 
Europe to compete with you, and yet we have 
in this country 4,000,000 or more laboring men 
and women of the South who are working for 
balf the price you are, and Southerners boast 
they can produce manufactures cheaper than 
you can. So they can, when they do not pay 
their men anything. Those men have votes as 
you have votes, but it is no use for them to 
put them in the bailot-box. They are not 
counted fairly, and every man in this country 
knows it. I want you to reflect upon this; it 
is a serious thing. It thousands of masters of 
slaves can get their negroes, as they call them 
still, to work for one-half what you do, then 
your wages must come down, and what is the 
use of a tariff in your favor if this is to go on? 
That 32 one of the reasons why 1 
wanted them to put a plank of protection 
in the Democratic platform.” Speaking of 
strikes and tribunal arbitration, Gen. Butler 
continued: “When 1 brought this question up 
a gentieman from the South said to me., Would 
this tribunal apply to our niggers?’ I said to 
him, * Your niggers? Have you got any nig- 
gers? Ithought that I marched down with 
some of my oid soldiers some time ago tosettle 
that question. [Great applause.] If I didn't 
we will march again. We are a little 
older, but 1 guess we could do 
some fighting yet.’ [Renewed applause.| 1

OGLESBY AT PEORIA. 
4 MAGNIFICENT DEMONSTRATION LN HONOR OF 
THE NEXT GOVERNOR OF ILLINOIS. 

PEORIA, III., Sept. 18.—(Special.]—When the 
Guard of Honor went to the depot this morn- 
ing to meet Gen. Oglesby, who arrived about 
8 o'clock; three features of the escort differed 
materially from that which met Carter Harri- 
son yesterday morning. This was a company 
of cavalry, acompany of union veterans, and 
a colored club. Uncle Dick was escorted to 
the botel, where be remained receiving friends 
until in the afternoon, when he de- 
livered a short address at the fair 
grounds. In the early part of the 
evening two banner presentatfons took place. 
Miss Emma Starr. the accomplisbed daughter 
ot the Hon. Julius Starr, bestowed a handsome 
banner on the Young Men's Republican Club, 
while the Union Veteran Club received a sim- 
ilar token of esteem from the bands of Miss 
Belle Miner. Although it was not generally 
supposed that the Republicans were mak- 
ing any supreme effort in the line 
of display, emriy in the evening it 
became apparent that the prearranged parade 
of the Democracy of the evening before was 
going to be exceeded, and the result showed 
the finest street parade ever witnessed in the 
City of Peoria, exceeding the Democratic effort 
of the night before by four to one, not only in 
numbers but in variety of display. The local 
clubs were kept busy all the evening marching 
down to the depots receiving the guests with 
which the evening trains were loaded, and the 
great procession did not begin its line of 
march until late. First came a company of 
cavalry; next followed another company of 
cavairy mounted on white horses and bearing 
torches.

Old Knox 
Solid,“ marched in the same manner. This 
company bad pumerous banners with such 
mottos as The Democratic Ticket—A Liber- 
tine Head and 4 Copperhead Tail.“ Nothing in 
any manner approaching this procession was 
ever witnessed in Peoria. At appropriate in- 
tervals came a wagon filled with Piumed 
Knights, who kept up a discharge of fire 
works, while the line of march was made 
light by similar displays from the sidewalks.

FARMER HARRISON. 
CARTER SIGHS FOR THE DAYS WHEN HE WAS 
A GRANGER. 

SYCAMORE, III., Sept. 18.—(Special.J—At the 
fair grounds this afternoon Carter Harrison 
spoke to an audience of from 3,000 to 4,000 
people, mostly Republicans. It was not pos- 
sible during bis entire speech of about one 
hour and a balf, nor even at its close, to elicit 
any applause.

THE “SENTINEL” SLANDER. 
A REMARKABLE DOCUMENT FILED BY THE DE- 
FENSE—WHAT IT MEANS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 18.—[Special. ]|—At 
a late hour tonight the attorneys for the Senti- 
nel Company filed a bill of discovery in the 
Blaine Übel suit, which is a most remarkable 
document, It is quite lengtby, and recites the 
history of the case in full up to the present 
time, including the complaint. the defendant's 
answer thereto and interrogatories accom- 
panying it, plaintiff's reply, and the motion of 
defendant for a rule to require plaintiff to an- 
swer them. The bill then goes on to reaffirm 
the scandalous charges made, and asserts that 
Mr. Biaine’s knowledge on these points is 
necessary to acomplete proof of the facts al- 
leged in defendant’s answer to the complaint. 
and pleaded in justification of the original 
publication, and the bill concludes as follows: 
„our orators therefore pray that a full and 
complete discovery be made by the said de- 
fendant James G. Biaine in relation to the 
facts heretofore stated, and to that end that he 
be summoned to answer this your orators’ 
bill of discovery, and that in answering the 
same, in order that such discovery may be 
made he may be ordered under bis corporal 
and solemn oath, and under his proper band 
and superscription to make full, true, and 
complete answer to the interrogatories 
herein filed, inasmuch as your orators 
are without any remedy or process at 
law to compel the discovery hereinabove 
prayed for before the trial of said cause, and 
in order that these, your orators, may fully 
and fairly prepare for said trial and for their 
defense to said suit, your orators ask the tol- 
lowing relief: First, that your Honor will 
grant unto your orators your most gracious 
writ of subpoena to issue out of chancery 
for James G. Blaine, that he be ordered 
to answer said bill upon his corporal oath and 
under his proper stated subscription to all and 
singular allegations thereof, by a certain day 
in said writ named. Second, that your Honor 
will, if the same become necessary, on motion 
thereto by these complainants, order and direct 
the further proceedings at law in this court be 
restrained and stayed until such time as 
the said defendant may appear to and answer 
this bill and make discovery as therein re- 
quested. Third—That in case of failure by 
said defendant to answer this bill, or fully and 
truly to answer the interrogatories, further pro- 
ceedings in this case at law be perpetually 
stayed and restrained.” 

The intent of this bill is to prevent, if pos- 
sible, Mr. Blaine coming into court in person 
and answering the interrogatories propounded 
to him. Ever since it was announced that 
he might possibiy visit Indiana, and 
appear in the proceedings, the Sentinel has ex- 
hibited the utmost alarm, and its mauifesta- 
tions of terror would bave been amusing were 
they not so pitiabie. The bill is a confession 
that there is not a scintilla of evidence to sus- 
tain the Sentinel’s charges in its possession, and 
it seeks to prevent Mr. Blaine from prosecuting 
the case unless he answers the interrogatories 
(not in person it will be noticed, but under 
his proper hand and superscription), which he 
is under no obligations by law or practice 
to do, and to this end they appeal to the 
chancery side of tne court. It is of a piece in 
policy with that of the filing of the interroga- 
tories intended to make the Sentinel appear to 
be forcing Mr. Blaine to trial. It really shows 
the poverty of the Sentinel’s case. In conver- 
sation upon the case tonight Seuator Harrison 
said be had expected the defendants to take this 
step, and he was well satisfied that it should 
be, as in order to make the bill good it was 
necessary to allege that it was absolutely 
necessary for Mr. Blaine himeelf to furnish 
tne evidence to support the piea of justifica- 
tion that it could be obtained nowhere else. 
The Senator again stated at the proper time 
the interrogatories propounded would be an- 
swered by Mr. Blaine.

Ox THE ROAD IN WISCONSIN, Sept. 16.—[Ed- 
itor of The Tribune.|—As the columns of Tan 
TRIBUNE fairly teem every day with good, 
wholesome political food, it might appear 
superfluous for mé—an itinerant scribe—to 
offer anything additional, but I trust my ob- 
servations may be interesting to a few of your 
great army of readers. 

In thie State, Wisconsin, it looks to any 
casual observer as if the Democratic party, 
like the small boy in the woods, was whistling 
to keep up courage. When a wave of Demo- 
cratic entbusiasm strikes any locality it be- 
comes calm with the rising of the sun the fol- 
lowing day—or before, if the effect of the 
whisky has died out. Many Democrats in this 
State are much chagrined over the fact that so 


far they bave been permitted to listen only to the 
lamentations of soreheads and recreants from 
the Republican party. As one gentleman re- 
marked in my hearing: ‘I think it is blank 
toolishness that we have to sit and listen to bolt- 
ers from the other side who say nothing in favor 
of our candidates, but get up and harangue the 
crowd by the hour, and when they sit down 
whot have they said?

THE ORIGINAL PUBLICATION 
FAR WORSE THAN THE HALPIN SCANDAL AL- 
LEGED. 
From the Buffalo Evening Telegraph, July 21. 
Grover Cieveland's reputation for morality 
das been bad in this city for some time. After 
bis elevation to the Governorship his reputa- 
tion became extended somewhat beyond local 
limits. During his campaign for the Demo- 
eratie Presidential nomination his private rep- 
utatlon was used against him. Indeed, this 
Was one strong cause of the opposition to bim. 
It was freely used in private and broadly bint- 
ed at in public. The Rochester Union and Ad- 
gertiser as good as said that he had hidden away 
fliegitimate progeny in order to impose upon 
the public in the role of a reformer. After his 
nomination the editor of that stanch Demo- 
eratic journal, who, as a delegate in the Na- 
tional Convention, had done his best to defeat 
Mr. Cleveland, declined to conduct that paper 
during the campaign and resigned his nomina- 
tion as New York Elector-at-Large. This made 
peopie think there must be something in the 
bints of the press and the stories told about 
‘the Reform Governor at Chicago. Inquiries 
came to Buffalo thick and fast concerning these 
reports. These were addressed to ministers of 
the Gospel, editors, and business-men who 
might be supposed to know and have 
the courage and candor to tell the 
truth about the matter. Such inquiries 
eame to the Evening Telegram. Vague 
stories were afloat and people wanted some- 
thing definit one way or the other. The Tele- 
graph took steps to enable it to discharge a 
plain duty of the press to the public.

The letter, which it is now understood was

An officer long on the police force declares 
that he bas often seen Mr. Cleveland beastly 
drunk, and has indisputable evidence of his 
habitual immoralities with women.

Some years since a beautiful, virtuous, and 
intelligent young lady entered the employ of 
Funt & Kent, as you know most excellent men 
and leading merchantsin our city. She was 
put at the head of their cloak department and 
served them for some two or three years to 
perfect satisfaction. Mr. Cleveland made her 

vaintance, won ber confidence, and finally 
uced her. She, of course, lost her position, 
was cast out ot good society, and driven to 
despair. Her appeals to him to fulfill his prom- 
ise of marriage he did not regard. . The mother 
and child were taken to the residence of Mrs. 
William Baker on Genesee street to board and 
Visited occasionally by Mr. Cleveland, The boy 
was named Oscar Folsom Cleveland. The 
mother was wretched and often desperate, and 
worried Mr. Cieveland by her threats. He re- 
. SOlved to abate the annoyance, employed two 
detectives and a doctor of bad repute to spirit the 
woman away and dispose of the child. She re- 
fused tosurrender the child or go with the de- 
tectives. Then they seized her by force, and in 
Spite of ber screums and violent resistance 
took her to a carriage and drove her to the 
Providence Asylum on Main street, where she 
was committed as insane, for which service 
Mr. Cleveland paid the two detectives $50. — 
child was taken to the Buffalo Orphan Asylum. 
Our worthy fellow-citizen, Dr. William Ring, 
Was the visiting physician at the Providence 
Asylum, and, on examining the new patient, 
pronounced her perfecily sane, and the authori- 
ties allowed herto depart. She had been com- 
mitted without legal process, and departed on 
ber own volition. Her first move then was to 
employ an attorney and recover her child. 
Her lewyer advised her to secure it by force if 
necessary.

The matter was discussed at the last 
ministers’ meeting, and one of the oldest pas- 
tors in the city stated the result of his re- 
searches and declared that they convinced him 
beyond a doubt that Gov. Cleveland's immoral- 
ities are so great that his election should be 
opposed by ali Christian people. As this gen- 
tleman is a leader among them and implicitly 
trusted by all of them, his statement madea 
profound impression upor those who had not 
personally investigated the matter.

SEEKING REDRESS. 

The wretched mother’s first inquiry after 
leaving the asylum was for her baby. He had 
been spirited away, but a mother’s love and 
zeal is not to be easily cheated, and she soon 
discovered bis location and set on foot legal 
proceedings to recover him. An exposure of 
an infamous conspiracy was feared, and to 
avoid it the child was surrendered. 

Before the attempt to deprive her at once of 
ber liberty and her child, who, though a her- 
itage of sin, was ber only solace in her great 
wo, Maria Halpin's love of Grover Cleveland 
lived in spite of his disipyalty, and she would 
bave suffered much to shield him from open 
scandal. But she saw bim back of the men 
who tore her from her child on that fearful 
night, and thenceforth she loathed him. She 
now resolved to have some measure of redress 
for the wrongs done her, and consulted Milo A. 
Whitney, the well-know® lawyer, then as now 
practicing bis professica in this city. 

MR. WHITNEY'’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. Whitney's plain, unvarnished statement 
to a Telegraph representative who calied upon 
him to learn what he kuew of the matter adds 
another link to the chain of evidence in this 
remarkable case. He says Maria Halpin came 
to consult bim about instituting proceedings 
against all concerned ja the assault and ab- 
duction. She said she Knew that Grover Cleve- 
land had plotted the abduction and hired the 
men to carry it out, as he had previously 
tried less violent means to deprive her of 
the child and get ber but of the way. Mr. 
Whitney took the case in hand, began an 
investigation, and was on the eve of taking 
legal measures for redress when affairs took 
an unexpected turn. At this stage of proceed- 
ings a brother-in-law arrived in Buffalo from 
Jersey City to see abéut her trouble. This 
brother-in-law was anxious to avoid public 
scandal on account of innocent parties who 
would be bowed down by an exposure of 
Maria’s shame. Shorty after bis arrival he 
Called at Mr. Whitney’sijoffice, accompanied by 
Maria Halpin, and shpwed the attorney an 
agreement which stipulsted that, upon the pay- 
ment of the sum of $50), Maria Halpin was to 
surrender her son, Os@ar Folsom Cleveland, 
and make no further demands of any nature 
whatever upon his fathér. 

That agreement, Mr. Whitney says, was in 
the handwriting of Grover Cleveland. For the 
benefit of outsiders we may say that Mr. Whit- 
ney is one of Buffalo's idest, ablest, and most 
esteemed lawyers. é 

Mr. Whitney’s connection with Maria Hal- 
pin’s affairs ceased af soon as he saw that 
agreement. The case so far as the courts were 
concerned e there, The boy was adopted 
by the same physician who assisted in the ab- 
auction of the mother and the kidnaping of the 
child as told above, and is still living in his 
family iu this city. 


MORE ABOUT HIS PRIVATE LIFE. 
THE VZILED WOMAN. 

The last chapter in the history—up to date at 
least—is the letter from Buffalo to the Cleve- 
land clergyman, which fs as follows: 

„ BuFFALO, N. V., Sept. 16, 1884.—Tne Rev. D. 
H. Muller, D. D.—- My Dear Brotruer: You 
request information fer yourself and others 
respecting Mr. Cleveland. This you ask, not 
as a political partisag, but as a Christian 
teacher, and as such l reply. ‘The paramount 
issue of the Presidential election this year is 
moral rather than political.’ Grover Cleveland 
was little known in Buffalo till nominated for 
Mayor. He averaged fairly as a lawyer, many 
years ago, served as Sheriff, and lived 
secluded from general society. He was 
brought before the public dy § acci- 
dent. Politics in the city and State 
was in confusion. Thé people were incensed 
against rings, packed caucuses,”’ and 
‘manipulated conventions,’ and eager to rent 
their displeasure. Mri Cleveland became the 
escape-vaive for the pent-up indignation. Any 
other man would have done as well. His pri- 
vate morals were presumed to be correct. Be- 
fore the nomination for the Presidency his 
“deeds of darkness began to come to light. 
Democratic papers—tke Kochester Union, Bos- 
ton Globe, and others—advertised his unchasti- 
ty, and prominent Democrats in Buffalo con- 
firmed the bad reports. Physiciaus, police 
officers, detectives, au other citizens whose 
professional duties or business relations made 
them cognizant of the facts related them pri- 
vately to some of our pastors. The shocking 
disclosures were discugsed and mentioned at 
the ministers’ meetings, and letters were writ- 
ten by several of pastors to editors of 
Christian journals to gut them on their guard. 

Investigations disclosed still more proof of 
debaucheries too horrible to relate and too vile 
to be readily believed, For many years days 
devoted to business have been followed by 
nights of sin. He has lived a bachelor; bad no 
home; avoided the restraints even of hotel or 
boarding-bouse life; jodged in rooms on the 
third floor in a business biock, and made those 
rooms a harem; foraged outside, also in the 
city and surrounding villages, a champion lib- 
ertine, an artful seduter, a foe to virtue, an 
enemy of the family, a snare to youth, and hos- 
tile to true womanbo@d. The Halpin case was 
not solitary. Women nov married and anxious 
to cover the sins of their youth have been his 
victims, and are now alarmed lest their rela- 
tions with him shall be exposed. Some disgraced 
and broken-hearted victims of his lust now 
slumber in the grave. Since he has become 
Governor of this great State he has not abated 
bis lecheries. Abun@ant rumors implicate him 
at Albany and well-agthenticated facts convict 
bim in Buffalo. 

His repeated visifie to this city have been 
preceded, with one of two exceptions, by the 
appearance of a veile female at the foot of 
the stairs leading to bis rooms. She entered 
the rooms, set thing in order, remained with 
him while he remained, and departed when he 
returned to the Capital. Both of them bave 
been freely exposed in their night-clothes, and 
seen by several reputable witnesses who are 
ready to appear ant ‘testify in court when 
properly called. The last amour of this nature, 
clearly verified, occurred so late as April, 1884. 
He was bere the 4th and 5th of July, but the 
veiled woman for some reason did not appear 
at his rooms. Thes¢eallegations do not rest on 
rumors, hearsay, or secoud-band statement, 
but upon the testimony of men and women 
who are personally dognizant of the facts re- 
lated.

So that 
while we do not mean to accuse Mr. Bali of dishonesty, 
we do say emphatically that HE HIMSELF NEEDS A 
GOOD MANY CERTIFICATES to his sober-mindedness 
and fair-mindedness and the purity of his metives be- 
fore he can be allowed to make away with ANY 
MAN'S private character in the midst of a political 
canyass.

MADRID, Sept. 18.—(Special.)}—Since Prime-

GERMAN ARMY MANEUVRES. 

Dcsse.porr, Sept. 18.—[{Special.|—The last 
of the maneuvres took place today between 
the Seventh and Eighth Army Corps in clear, 
Voppresslvely hot weather. They opened with 
a cavalry charge of cuirassiers, dragoons, and 
hussars against bussars, Uhlans, and cuiras- 
siers. After the defeat of the Seventh Corps 
cavalry, who were supposed to have gone from 
Holland to capture Cologne, ensued an in- 
fantry battle, the line of fire extending 
tor two miles and lasting nearly one 
hour.

rived in London, and was seen today by a cor- 
respondent, Morton talked upon most subjects 
freely and with perfect self-possession, show- 
ing no evidence whatever of insanity, but giv- 
ing to his visitor the impression of a man pos- 
sessing a well-balanced mindin a body of 
sound and robust health, 

The correspondent asked: Have you any 
objection to stating where you have been since 
you left Brooklyn?” 

Col. Morton replied promptly: “Not the 
slightest. I have been making a somewhat ex- 
tensive tour of the Continent, and bave visited 
Copenbagen, Brussels, Vienna, Paris, and Ber- 
lin. I have traveled in search of physical 
health and mental rest, and am happy to say 
that I have secured both.“ 

„i you tell me the cause of your abrupt 
departure from Brooklyn?“ 

“No. I must decline to explain my actions 
at that time, except to say that I wanted to 
avoid trouble that I foresaw coming to others, 
not to myself.” 

Was your determination to leave Brooklyn 
a sudden one!“ 

It was. Two hours before I left that city I 
had no more idea of doing so than I have now 
of flying.”’

STANLEY'S LECTURE. 

A special meeting of the London Chamber of 
Commerce was held this afternoon in the large 
hall of the Cannon Street Hotel, the chief pub- 
lic hall in the city, to bear a lecture by Mr. 
Henry M. Stanley on The Congo—its past his- 
tory, present development, and future com- 
mercial prospects.“ The hall was crowded in 
every part. The audience included, besides 
many ladies, representatives of hundreds 
of well-known banking and mercantile 
firms and steamship companies. It is esti- 
mated that the amount of business transacted 
by those present amounts to no less than $250,- 
000,000 per annum. The chair was occupied 
by Mr. Tritton of the Lombard street banking 
<b of Barclay, Bevan, Tritton & Co. Mr. 

ritton introduced the lecturer ina highly 
eulogistic speech. Mr. Stanley met with an 
enthusiastic reception. After dwelling briefly 
upon the earliest known history of the Congo, 
the lecturer gave particulars of the work of 
the International African Association, for 
which be claimed the credit of being the pio- 
neer of civilization in the Congo districts. 


STANLEY, THE EXPLORER. 
AN INTERESTING LECTURE ON THE CONGO 
COUNTRY. 

Loxpon, Sept. 18,—Henry M. Stanley, the 
African explorer, delivered an address today 
before a large meeting of influential citizens at 
the Cannon Street Hotel upon the Congo coun- 
try, its history, developments, and commercial 
prospects. The address was received with pro- 
longed applause, Stanley said in 1879 he wrote 
a letter from Fleet street to a friend at Banano, 
a point on the Congo, pointing out to him that 
there was a wide field for commerce in the 
great basin of the Congo, which he (Stanley) 
proposed to open up to the world. 
He also indicated to his friend the region 
which he proposed to develop—namely: be- 
tween Mboma and Stanley Pool. In 1874 and 
1879 he explored the broad, natural highway 
from the west coast of Africa. He found a 
race of natives who were willing to trade with 
the merchants who dealt fairly on the 
basis of blood and brotherhood. When 
he returned to Europe he found sev- 
eral schemes had been under consideration 
for exploring the district, of which that of the 
African Assocation proved to be the most use- 
ful. Stanley Pool was gained by treaties made 
with the natives, who ceded to the African As- 
sociation the sovereignty of the land, and the 
association thereupon entered upon its peace- 
ful possession. After entering into possession 
the association invited the nations of the world 
to come and trade, irrespective of all national- 
ities. [Applause.] On returning to Stanley 
Falls he [Stanley found the Angio- Portuguese 
treaty had been concluded. The Portu- 
guese said: No. we will not 
allow this. We founded the Congo 
to maintain our superiority. We must 
obtain alien upon all goods imported from 
Manchester.” The goods, said Stanley, were 
beads, wire, ete. To this the association re- 
plied they had spent nearly £500,000 sterling 
upon the basin of the Congo, and wished to 
extend further their communications along the 
basin. Whatever concessions, privileges, or 
immunities the association possessed, they 
wished to give away for the benefit of bona

Stanley then described the use and progress 
of the African Association. Its constitution, he 
stated, was being prepared by eminent men, 
and when completed would be published as 
„, constitution of the free States of the Con- 
go.“ the name or title then given, which will 
replace that now known the African Asso- 
ciation. The purpose of the latter are to com- 
pel trade, which wil followed @agerly by

Sir Samuel Rowe, late Governor of the Gold 
Coast, testified to the respect and love shown 
by the natives for Stanley. 

Hutton, member of the Manchester Chamber 
of Commerce, said that no two men were more 
deserving of the gratitude of Great Britain than 
Henry M. Stanley and the King of Belgium.

AN ARMED UPRISING. 
MATAMORAS, Mex., Sept. 18.—([Special.)}— 
Considerable commotion was excited in military 
circles here today over the report from the in- 
terior that Col. Neenes Hernandez, the famous 
would-be revolutionist, recently ordered to re- 
port at the City of Mexico, and who left here 
that place more than a

dez has collected a force of 500 armed men and 
is now intrenched near Guiniaure. Though be 
has not yet made any hostile move he is active- 


ly preparing to begin aggressive measures. A 
regiment of cavalry was sent out today to 
capture him. 


CABLE NOTES.

The barkentine Tropic Bird, from Papeete, 
Tahiti, brings news to San Francisco that the 
greater part of the business portion of the 
town was aestroyed by fire. Loss, $120,000. 

Advices from the North state that a Russian 
corvet at Vladivostok seized the American 
scbooner Eliza for having contraband on 
board, and the English schooner Helena for 
illegal hunting. 

The delegates to the International Copyright 
Congress at Berne have signed the draft of 
atreaty for the protection of literary and 
artistic copyright, the adoption of which will 
be recommended to the various Powers. 

Capt. Dudley and Mate Stephenson, of the 
lost yacht Mignonette, are committed for trial 
at London on the charge of murder. While 
drifting about at sea in a small boat without 
water or food they killed the cabin boy, drank 
his blood, and ate his body, that theirown lives 
and the life of a seaman named Brooks might 
be preserved. The seaman was released from 
arrest. 

The Liverpool Journal of Commerce states 
that disquieting rumors are afloat concerning 
the stability of certain Liverpoo! firms owing 
to the low prices of cotton, corn, provisions, 
and sugar. During yesterday the rumors 
slightly subsided, owing to the partial improve- 
ment of the grain marxet. Only one firm has 
made private arrangements.

Edwin Channing Larned. 

Edwin Channing Larned died at Lake Forest 
early yesterday morning of heart-disease. He 
bad had symptoms of it for some time, but 
none that were Rlarming. Three days ago he 
had an attack and got better, but Wednesday 
afternoon there was a change which necessi- 
tated the calling of a pbysician. family, 
however, were under no apprehension, and bis 
death at 4 o'clock yesterday morning was un- 
expected. He expired without pain, his wife 
and daughter being at his bedside. Mr. Walter 
Larned, who left Wednesday for St. Louis, was 
telegraphed for and returned home last night. 


Mr. Larned was born in Providence, R. I., 


July 14, 1820. His father, John Smith Larned, 
was a prominent and influential mercnant 
there, and his grandfather, William Larned, 
who served in the Revolutionary War, was a 
man of standing and character. His mother. 
whose maiden name was Lucinda Martin, was 
a woman of fine mind and much cultivation. 
He was educated at private schools in Provi- 
dence, and graduated at Brown University in 
1840. Immediately thereafter he accepted the 
Professorship of Mathematics in Kemper Col- 
lege, near St. Louis, and held the position for 
ayear. He then returned to Rhode Island and 
began the study of law in the office of the Hon. 
A. C. Greene, at that time Attorney-General of 
the State and subsequently United States Sena- 
tor.

Mr. Larned was obliged at an early age to 
rely mainly on himself for bis education and 
advancement in life.

and Serious War in Rates 
Probable. 


Annual Financial Showing and Election 
of Directors of the Northern 
Pacific. 


Transcontinental Troubles Still Unsettled— 
Bad of the Southwestern Lumber 
Pool— The Wabash Report. 


Futile Efforts to Settle the Western 
Complications. 

Another day has been spent by the Western 
managers in discussing the Western railroad 
complications without result. Matters seem to 
be more complicated than ever, and unless at 
the last moment either one side or the other 
should back down from thw position heretofore 
taken by it the meeting will no doubt ad- 
journ this morning sine die, and all the 
existing Western pools will be allowed 
to go out of existence. 4 serious 
war in rates would be the inevitable result. 
Al parties cling stubbornly to their positions. 
Tne origival tripartite lines are willing to let 
all matters under consideration go to arbitra- 
tion in the same manner as has been agreed to 
in the California business, but the other roads 
will avcept nothing but an unconditional sur- 
render of the tripartite coutract. 

The meeting yesterday morning was not so 
exciting as that of the previous day. Aftera 
short discussion General-Manager Callaway of 
the Union Pacific moved to refer the 
Utah matter to Mr. J. F. Tucker for 
arbitration. This propostion was prompt- 
ly voted down by the Santa Fé. 
and General-Manayer Robinson explained the 
position of the Santa Fé. He said his company 
had voted for the resolution submitting the 
California question to arbitration simply as a 
cencession to the Pacific coast lines, but on no 
other traflic would his road apply the same 
rule. His road wanted itsfull shareof the 
business at Atchison and Kansas City, which 
it could not secure so long as the tripartite 
contract was being carried out. A resolution 
was then introduced by Mr, Callaway that al! 
matters under consideration should be referred 
to Mr. J. F. Tucker without argument. . Only 
the tripartite lines voted in favor of this propo- 
sition. A motion that the meeting adjourn for 
sixty days, and that in the meantime all exist- 
ing rates and agreements be maintained, was 
lost; aleo a motion that ail matters be referred 
to the Presidents of the various roads, the Bur- 
hmgton, Santa Fé,and Northwestern voting 
againstit. The meeting then adjourned until 
4 p. m. 

The afternoon meeting was a regular Quaker 
affair. No one had a word tosay. All sat with 
folded bands, apparently in silent prayer. 
Finaliy some one aroused himself sufficiently 
to move an adjournment until ll o' clock this 
morning, which was carried. 

Annual Financial Report of the North- 
ern Pacific—Election of Directors. 
New York, Sept. 18.—The annual meeting 

of the Northern Pacific Railroad is now in ses- 

siou. The annual report for the year ended

Total fixed 
charges and interest on current loans, 
adding expense of the opeving  ccle 
bration, $4,449,053, leaving a surplus 
over all fixed charges and expenses for the 
year of $1,055,656. This amount, together 

with the surplus forthe year ending June 30, 

18838—viz.: $1,149,583—in all, $2,205,239—has

The St. Louls & San ‘Francisco Not 
Yet Heard From in the Transconti- 
nental Matter—-The Pooling Agree- 
ment. 

The Genenal Freight and Passenger Agents of 
the roads in the Transcontinentu! Association 
were in session all duy yesterday drawing up a 
pooling agreement in accordance with the ac- 
uon taken by the meeting of the Western man- 
agers Wednesday. The percentages are to be 
fixed by Mr. J. F. Tucker. The new agreement 
is to be carried into effect as soon as it has 
been signed by all the roads in interest. It is by 


| 


agreement upon the condition that the St. 
Louis & Ban Francisco will also become a party. 


answer at once, yet up to last evening no reply 
had been received, and fears are entertained 
that it will refuse to become a party. But even 
if the road consents it is by no means certain 
that all the other roads will sign the agreement 
when it is presented for signatures, as some of 
them have already commenved to repent for 
having voted in favor of the agreement before 
a similar agreement had been made on Colorado 
and Utab traffic. The entire new agreement 
has been drawn up, but a committee of five, 
consisting of J. C. Stubbs, J. F. Goddard, P. P. 
Shelby, J. M. Hannaford, and A. L. Stoker, is 
still at work making necessary corrections. 
Several material changes in the provisions may 
yet be made before it is finally adopted. 

The following from the agreement as framed 
givesan idea of the subsidies it seems neces- 
sary to promise: 

The Northern Pacific Railroad Company and 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company 
shali be paid by the other lines parties hereto, 
in the manner hereinafter provided, 6 per cent 
of the gross earnings accruing to the said other 
lines on business between or passing through 
eastern points herein named and San Fran- 
cisco, except business received from or de- 
divered to the Oriental & Occidental Steamship 
Company or the Pacific Mall Steamship Com- 
pany, it being understood that the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company and the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company share in the 
subsidy to be paid the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, in accordance with Sec. 12, settle- 
ments to be made monthly on receipt of Com- 
missioner’s statement of the net balance. This 
agreement shall not in any way affect the rights 
ot the Oregon Short Line Rallway Company, or 
tbe Utah & Northern Railway Company, under 
their contracts with the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company and the Oregon Railway & 
Transportation Company; provided that the 
Utah & Northern Railway shall not make lower 
rates to our from San Francisco via Portland 
than the rates made toand from San Francisco 
direct by parties hereto. And provided, that 
the earnings accruing to the Union Pacitic 
Railway Company and the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company and Oregon Railway & Nav- 
igation Company from traffie between San 
Franciseo and Portland and Eastern points via 
the Utah Northern or Garrison roate shall be 
reported to and accouted forto the Commis- 
sioner, and pve subject to assessment, in the 
same manner as other .traffic covered by this 
agreement. 


The Southwestern Lumber Pool Dis- 
solved—Status of the Southwestern 
Railway Association. 

The Southwestern Lumber Pool met yester- 
day afternoon at Commissioner Midgeley’s 
office to consider the Burlington’s notice of 
withdrawal. All the Managers and General 
Freight Agents of the Southwestern Railway 
Association roads were represented. The notice 
of withdrawal by the Burlington is said not to be 
due to the other Western complications, but 
to the factthat the Western Lumber Associa- 
tion rates recently established are not main- 
tained and rates had been seriously cut from 
various Wisconsin and Mississippi River points 
for some time. As the Southwestern 
Railway Association’s lumber business was 
pooled the roads in this pool were unable to 
compete, and in order to get their bands free 
and meet the competition from other points 
than Chicago, it was deemed best to abandon 
the pool. It appears that the Rock Island and 
Alton were also dissatisfied with the working 
of the pool and had so notified Commissioner 
Midgley. Under the rules ninety days’ notice 
would have been necessary before a road could 
withdraw, unless unanimous consent was 
given to immediate withdrawal. The Burling- 
toh asked for such unanimous consent to 
withdraw at once, it was granted without con- 
troversy, and the pool was declared at an end. 
Before adjournment the roads agreed to main- 
tain a 12-cent.rate on lumber from Chicago to 
Kansas City. This is a reduction of six cents 
per 100 pounds. 

The abandonment of the Southwestern lum- 
per pool also carries with it the abandonment 
of the Western Lumber Association, as one 
cannot be maintained without the other. 

The Southwestern Railway Association will 
meet this morning for the consideration of gen- 
eral affairs. The Missouri Pacific gave notice 
some months ago that it was dissatisfied with 
its present percentaye and wanted an 
increase. Since then the Burling- 
ton and Alton have also made 
demands for increased percentages. The ex- 
isting percentages are as follows: Wabasb, 24; 
Burlington, 20; Hannibal & St. Joe,4; Rock 
Island, 14; Missouri Pacific, 14; and Chicago & 
Alton, 24. Not one of the roads, with the 
probable exception of the Wabash, thinks its 
percentage is large enough, and there is 
therefore no prospect that they will be able to 
agree. Wereit not for the existence of the 
tripartite and other Western complications 
this matter would certainly be referred to ar- 
bitration, but the other troubles 
have an important bearing on the 
affairs of the Southwestern Association, 
it is quite certain that the Buriington or some 
other road will give the required notice of 
withdrawal. This pool, bowever, cannot be 
discontinued in less than nine months. Under 
the rules a new arbitration is to be made for 
three months; if this is not satistactory, 
another arbitration is to be made for three 
mouths, and after that three months’ notice is 
still required before the pool will cease to 
exist, 


Report of the Receivers of the Wa- 
bash. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 18.—[Special.]|—The 
receivers of the Wabash filed their first report 
in the United States Courtin this city today. 
The report is very exhaustive and covers a 
period from May 29 to Aug. 31, inclusive. It 
shows the amount of all expenditures and on 
what account the same have been made, and 
the amount of allincome and the source from 
which the same has been derived. The re- 
ceivers paid $13,720 in interest upon coupons 
matured before the appointment of the re- 
ceivers, and for which payment funds bad been 
set apart by the company. The approval of this 
action is asked, and also an order allowing the 
receivers to do the same with all such coupons 
as are presented. To preserve for the benefit 
of the company and the creditors the use of 
the rolling stock upon the road, on which there 
ig an outstanding indebtedness of $3,196,000, 
the receivers paid the interest matured and 
due np to and including Sept. 1 on this amount. 
The receipts and expenditures are thus reca- 
pitulated: Total receipts, $5,617,566.80; total 
disbursements, $5,579,678; balance cash on 
hand Aug. 31, $37,888.82. The accounts to which 
the disbursements are charged as follows: For 
labor, $2,000,000; North Missouri interest, 
$210,009; Chicago Division interest, $112,500; 
St, Louis, Council Bluffs & Omaha Division, 
$18,780; Hannibal & Naples, first mortgage, 
$17,500: Bel River Railrond, $28,000; on ac- 
count of taxes, $200,000. The remainder was 
paid for supplies, balances due other roads on 
ticket accounts, etc. Of the $2,000,000 re- 
ceivers’ certificates authorized by the court 
but $10,000 of the amount has been issued. 
They bave also issued notes in exchange for 
notes of the Wabash, St. Louis & Pa- 
cific Company, amounting in the aggregate 
to $1,675,000. Two lots in Ottumwa, la., leased 
by the road for terminal and track purposes, 
were bought outright tor $1,150 and $960 Aug. 
1. because the leases had expired. and the less- 
ors would not renew them. In Urbana, III., a 
portion of the main and side tracks were laia 
upon and across property belonging to the 
Champaign & Urbana Gaslight Company, and 
a monthiy rental of $100 paid for what the 
road had the privilege of purchasing outright 
for 81.500. This purchase was made, and the 
receivers ask its approval by the Court. Un- 
der a parole agreemeut to buy for $100 from 
Daniel Gregg the road had entered upon land 
in Marshfield, Ind.

A Decision in a Test Case Involving 
Millions. 

BuFrra.o, N. T., Sept. 18.—[Special. |—Justice 
Haight rendered a decision today in the case of 
Lyman Terry, who brought an action for eject- 
ment against the Central Hudson Raliroad 
Company. The plaintiff is a farmer living near 
Batavia. When the Tonawanda Valley Rail- 
road, extending from Rochester to Attica, was 
organized it obtained .a charter extending 
over a period of fifty years.

plaintiff's farm. Subsequently the road was 
consolidated with several ochers and became 
the New York Central & Hudson River 
Road, and has ever since continued to 
use this strip asa part ot its roadway. Re- 
cently the plaintiff brought suit to eject the 


claiming that with the expiration of the char 
ter the land no longer belonged to the railroad.

New corn is in elegant shape, and some 


As fast as it is put into the shock 
it is irost-proof, and that standing in the fleids 
will soon be too dry to suffer any injury from 
an ordinary September frost. The yield will 


be immense all through this part of the State. 


MATTOON, III., Sept. 18.—(Special. |—Tho dry, 
warm weather still continues, and the corn 
will be out of the way of all damage by frost 
in less than two weeks. Some new corn has 
already come to market for home consumption. 
Many farmers have their shock corn cut. The 
crop is bound to be a good one, both as to 
quantity and quality. The yield in this sec- 
tion will be almost unprecedented.

Smutty Wheat. 

LA CROSS, Wis., Sept. 18.—The Chronicle of 
this city thinks the damage to wheat by rust is 
not haif understood. The wheat men reluct- 
antly admit that it is not only serious, but 
widespread. Basset & Hunting of McGregor 
had one car of wheat sold at 50 cents in Chica- 
go, which means not more than 28 cents 
at the buying point, if as far west as Dakota. 
An instance is mentioned of a load of wheat 
selling at a station on the Green Bay Road for 
30 cents, and 50 cents will be a high price in 
some locations, though in others nothing is 
heard about smut. Men working at elevators 
say some cars come in that smell so badly a 
person cannot workin them. One of the Min- 
nesota millers got caught with smutty wheat, 
but gave it careful cleaning and supposed it 
to be in good grinding condition. His flour 
was rejected in New York, and brought less 
than half-price. All this trouble is in soft 
wheat, and it is a very graye trouble indeed.

HUNTING UP TITLES. 


ORD SYSTEM. 

Laxe Vw. Sept. 18.—|Editor of the Trib- 
une.j—Your exposé of the inner workings of 
the Recorder’s office shows only what observ- 
ing people have predicted for years; and yet, 
if the indexing of the public records is to be 
continued as a private speculation, this in- 
crease in the pomber of sets of tract indexes 
will work no injury to the people, as the in- 
crease in the number of speculators will, toa 
limited extent, create competition. The radi- 
cal wrong consists in keeping the public records 
in such shape that private parties can make it 
a profitable speculation to keep proper indexes 
ofthem. Only the most dense ignorance of 
tue subject can acceunt for the fact that for 
over thirty years the indexing of the public 
real-estate records in this county has been a 
speculation. About that many years ago a few 
observing men saw that the public records in 
the Recorder’s office were not properly indexed, 
and that by making and keeping up a proper 
set of tract indexes to these records tney would 
have valuable information to sell. And this in 
time grew, until three large abstract firms, 
each with many clerks, were making a very 
bandsome thing, even before the fire, selling 
information from the public records to the 
people. And these three firms combined in 
one are still engaged in the same highly profit- 
able business. 

Of course, if the public real-estate records 
had been properly indexed and the indexes kept 
with the books of record for the free use of 
the people, no private firm would have even 
thought of this way of making money. Soon 
after the fire a very laudable attempt was 
made to provide a proper set of indexes for the 
free use of the people, and to that end $45,000 
was paid directly out of the County Treasury 
for a very imperfect set, and since then a large 
amount. in all probability $100,000 or more, bas 
been paid out to perfect and keep it 
posted up; and the Recorder says in his last 
report on that subject to the County Board that 
it will take fifteen months’ work yet, and of 
course many thousand dollars more, to make

CONVENIENCES UPON WHICH THE LAW INSISTS. 

Sections from the Municipal Code relating to 
the necessary conveniences of tenement build- 
ings are printed below in answer to the foliow- 
ing letter: 

Cnc. Sept. 17.—| Editor of The Tribune. | 
In Tue Scenpay TRIBUNE you say the laws 
forbid the use of certain buildings for human oc- 
cupancy. Now, I think you can do the poor of 
the city agreat favor by publishing such of those 
laws as will instruct the poor renters as tp their 
rights in these matters, for you know there are 
some landlords too mean and stingy to furnish 
any conveniences for tenants, yet these poor 
must submit to almost every privation because 
they can do no better with some other landlord, 
who has only the one idea—to wrench out of the 
poor fellows all the rent they can, regardless of 
any comfort or convenience. I know of tene- 
ments rented to families that have neither any 
sewerage or privies, and the owners will make 
none unless compelled by law. Please let us 
know what these compulsory ordinances are, 
and our remedies, if any, except moving out 
to find a worse place, perhaps. | 

One OF THE Poor. 

The Municipal Code of the City of Chicago, 
Chap. xvii., Sec. 4, provides that the owner, 
agent, or occupant having the charge of any 
tenement used as a dwelling, or for lodging 
purposes, shall furnish a sufficient drain un- 
der ground to carry off the waste water; also 
a suitable privy sufficient for the accommoda- 
tion of all who may use it. Persons negiect- 
ing to comply with the provisions of this sec- 


tion are liable to a fine of $25, and $5 for 
every day's neglect or failure to comply there- 
with after notification by the health officer. 

Art. xxvii. declares that no person shall 
hereafter erect or cause to be erected any 
building which sball be inadequate or defective 
in respect to ventilation, light, aad sewerage. 
It provides that no owner, agent, or lessee 
shall let or hire out the same for any one to 
dweli or lodge in, except when said Uuildings 
are sufficiently lighted, ventilated, provided, 
and accommodated. All owners, lessees, keep- 
ers, or managers of tenement-houses shall pro- 
vide adequate privies or water-closets, and bave 
the same properly ventilated and kept clean. 
Such water-closets or privies shall not be less 
than oneto every twenty occupants of any ten- 
ment. 

It is provided also that it shall not be lawful 
to erect or convert to the purposes of a tene- 
meat or lodging-house a building on the front 
of any lot where there is another building on 
the rear of the same lot, unless there is a ciear 
open space of ten feet at least between the 
buildings if they are one story high, fifteen 
feet it two stories high, and twenty feet if 
three stories high. Every habitable room shall 
be not less an eight feet in hight from floor 
to ceiling, and have at least one window or 
ventilator communicating with the external 
air, or witha room or hall having connection 
with the externai air.

AN “ AUTHORESS ” AUCUSES A “ PROFESSOR” OF

A. Richard, a small, nervous Frenchman, who 
writes his name with the degrees LL.D, and Ph. 
D. appended, was accused in the Armory Police 
Court of baving obtained money by false pre- 
tenses from Mrs. P. A. Schermerhorn of No. 
2354 Indiana avenue. Richard lives at No. 559 
State street, and is a teacher of the classics. 
He is also the author of a number of elaborate 
works that have never been published for want 
of means. One of these manuscript works is 
entitled a Pasiglossio Spelling Instructor: 
another, a Mathematical Calculator.“ The 
doctor claims to have diplomas from Heidel- 
berg and Oxford. 

Mrs. Schermerhorn is also a writer and has 
in manuscript three novels, entitled, respect- 
ively, ** Creation,” “ Virtue’s Triumph,“ and 
“The Enchanted Isle.” These novels Mrs. 
Schermerhorn desired to publish, but she 
first sought the advice of a _ = trained 
litterateur. She consylited Dr. Rich- 
ard and told bim that these three 
works of fiction bad been written under the 
direction of spirits. They required, however, 
careful revision, and she thought no one was 
80 competent as the doctor. The latter con- 
‘sented to assist in the revision. He also told 
Mrs. Schermerhorn that he wanted her assist- 

‘ance in preparing for publication tho Math- 
/ematical Calculator.“ which he expected would 
huve such a sale that they would both be ena- 
bled to give ali their works to the world, In- 
stallments of tho Mathematical Caleulator,” 
he told ber, she says, were already in the hands 
of his publishers, the Standard Book Company. 
On these representations Mrs. Schermerhorn 
advanced $160 in three loans, for which she 
hots the doctor’s notes. She afterwards 
learned that the publishers had not received 
any ** copy from Dr. Richard, nor any money. 
Sie therefore caused his arrest.

Curtis - Schurz Combination 
Shown in Its True Light. 

Cuicaao, Sept. 17.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—A position taken in any ephere, whether of 
politics, religion, or business, for conscience’s 
sake is to be respected and often admired. 
Heroes and benefactors have thus arisen 
among men; and even a mistaken attitude of 
this sort attracts the sympathy if not the ad- 
miration of mankind. And when the Independ- 
ent Republicans declared a conscientious op- 
position to Mr. Blaine there was awakened a 
wide thoughttuiness and serious consideration. 
Surely such a position would not be taken by 
men of such ability and character were there 
no good reason for it. 

But, to say nothing of the failure to convict 
Mr. Blaine of dishonesty and falsehood, an et- 
fort that has become more and more desperate 
as time moved on, there appears the unques- 
tioned immorality of Gov. Cleveland, their 
adopted and advocated candidate. He stands 
charged with an act of gross and heartless 
conduct. It was not only gross, but destruc- 
ive conduct. It involved deceit, lying, unfaith- 
fulness to promises, for no seducer of women 
can fail to employ these base arts, and at last 
the destruction of a human life in the highest 
sense of that word, for what is life without 
churucter, and hope, and love? And all this 
for his own selfish pleasure. And there is noth- 
ing to indicate that this is an isolated case in 
the candidate's conduct—none of that hearty 
repentance and manly reparation which all re- 
spect; nove of that noble rising up from a 
temporary indiscretion and fail which restores 
one to confidence; but, on the contrary, the 
effort has been to cover up and hide away the 
shameful transaction and to stand before the 
public in the guise of purity, and at the same 
time to continue, if local suspicion and serious 
report are not entirely groundiess, a career of 
secret lcentiousness. 

Now, such a character must be revolting to 
all conscientious seekers of morality in candi- 
cates for public office. And, if those who 
boited Blaine for the very appearance of dis- 
honor in office cannot see Cleveland thoroughly 
vindicated from the scandalous stains upon 
his personal character, we can demand noth- 
ing else of them than a prompt and absolute 
repudiation of him as their candidate. And 
to their honor many have renounced bim. 
But what shall we think of the moral 
attitude of those who refuse to do sor 
Have they any right to address the con- 
science of the country? In vain do they 
assume a lofty superiority to questions of pri- 
vate morality; in vain do they assert a differ- 
ence between private and public morality, and 
that the latter alone concerns the fitness of a 
man for office. Clearly their hostility to Mr. 
Blaine has some other ground than the moral 
one. The beautiful pages of Harper’s Weekly, 
the polished and elegant sentences of George 
William Curtis, the stirring eloquence of Carl 
Schurz, have ail lost their power because their 
sincerity and honesty are reasonably ques- 
tioned. 80 long as they do not repudiate 
Cleveland as a fit candidate for the Presidency 
in bis ‘present moral defilement they 
tall as advocates « of morality in 
polities and office. No more can they be heard 
with patience, to say nothing of confidence. 
Some of us here have been readers of Harper's 
Weekly tor years because, though not always 
in agreement with its position, we esteemed it 
conscientious; but henceforth its high preten- 
sions must go for nothing.

The 
general impression during the afternoon was 
that Scribner had the lead, though Dibbie's 
friends would not admit this and were working 
like beavers. ~ 

Next to Recorder the most interest was 
attached to the office of State-Attorney. It 
was stated that Mills would be benefited more 
than any one else by Brockway's withdrawal, 
as he was now in a position to make an open 
combination with Scribner. This, however, is 
denied by others, who say that he and Brock- 
way had a close alliance. 

For Clerk of the Circuit Court no one was 
making any active opposition to Otto Dehling 
of the Thirteenth Ward, who has been a deputy 
in the office for a dozen years past, and is said 
to be the ehoice of many German Repubijcans. 

For Clerk of the Superior Court, the race u 
to yesterday was between Capt. P. J. McGrath 
of the Seventh Ward and Harry Gleason of 
the Sheriff's office, though other pefsons 
claimed to be candidates. Both Gleason and 
McGrath have been making a very active can- 
vass. Gleason has had the — 4 of the 
Sheriff's office, with one or more deputies in 
every ward and in all the country towns. As 
the Sheriff's office has also a candidate for Cor- 
oner, it was said Mr. Hanchett had been ap- 
pealed to for a decision as to which position he 
preferred, and had expressed a desire to have 
Gleason withdraw in the interest of harmony.

LAKE DISASTERS. 
WRECK OF THE SCHOONER ALASKA. 
CHEBOYGAN, Mich., Sept. 18.—[Special.]— 
The schr Alaska is ashore, and will probably 
prove a total joss. She left Escanaba last Mon- 
day, bound for Ashtabula with a full cargo of 
ore. Tuesday she encountered a fierce gale 
from the southwest, and rolled so badly that 


she sprung aleak. Allhands were ordered to 


the pumps, but the water gained on them rap- 
idly, and the vessel came very near foundering 
and drowning her entire crow. The men 
worked bravely, and succeeded in keeping her 
afloat until after midnight, when she was 
deached at Scott's Point, on the north shore of 
Lake Michigan. All of her crew escaped. 
The Captain arrived here today, but left 
the remainder of the crew to 
watch the vessel and save her ont- 
fit, if possible. He thinks it would be useless 
to send a tug fo her assistance, as the wind has 
blown a gale ever since the vessel stranded, 
and she has, no doubt, pounded to pieces. 
Marine men at this port expect to hear of sev- 
eral other disasters resulting from the etorm.

THE DOMINION. 


The Question of Admitting Jamaica 
as a Province of the Dominion. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—The Hon. 
M. Salomon, member of the Jamaica Legisla- 
ture, has had an interview with Sir John Mac- 
donald and Sir Leonard Tilley regarding the 
question of Jamaica entering the British North 
American Confederation. Salomon states that 
the British Government will offer no objection 
if the Canadian Government considers annexa- 
tion right and proper, and as soon as Canada 
exhibits any friendship towards the matter 
Jamaica will move to become a Province of the 
Dominion. He states that he wae unable to ob- 
tain a decided answer one way or the other 
from Sir John Macdonald as to what he pro- 
posed doing in the matter of bringmg the 
question before Parliament next session. 
Sr John held that the interests at 
stake were too varied and numerous to arrive 
at a hasty decision. Salomon points out that

South Clark ‘street, at least that portion 
, as Cheyenne.“ is a kind of a drydock 
for moral, physical, and social wrecks. “ Chey- 
ende extends from Van Buren to Twelfth 
street. There are some respectable tradesmen 
and some decent tamilies living there, though 
it is not at all likely that it is from choice. 
Both sides of the street are lined with the vilest 
and filthiest dens, with inmates black, white. 
and mixed. The saloons are numerous and of 
all grades, from the. little unfurnisbed room 
with its one keg of beer to the palatial shop 
where the proprietor is proud of being able to 
pay a $500 license. Concert-saloons flourish 
under the benign influence of the present City 
Administration, and through the open doors 
the hoarse, whisky-strained voice of an athletic 

femaie can be heard bellowing: 

Wen de leafs begin to turn, 
And de summah days ts past. 

The buildings as a rule are shabby and cheap, 
though within a few years some very good 
blocks have been erected. The most of them 
are of the original Chicago pattern—a frame 
two-story shell with two rooms on each floor, 
and set up on stilts to bring it up to the grade 
of the sidewalk. These houses generally vary 
a little from the exact perpendicular owing to 

‘the setthng and rotting of the posts upon 
which they rest. 
CENTRES OF VICE. 

Each saloon can be safely set down as a nest 
and centre of vice, witn disreputable women in 
the rooms in rear or up-stairs, and with cut- 
throat wretches banging about who would kill 
aman atany time for, say, $1.75. Hundreds 
of men are robbe and maltreated down in 
„Cheyenne every day and night who never 
complain to the police, for they are well aware 
that the money is never recovered in such a 
case, and they dread the publicity which at- 
tends making the complaint. The sufferer 
knows, too, that he bas no business to be bum- 
ming around in such places, and generally 
charges it up to “experience. There 
are the usual number of pawnbrok- 
ing shops and second-hand clothing dealers, 
such as can always be found in disreputable 
peighborhoods. There are a tew decent Ger- 
man beer saloons that are kept clean from the 
gii-enveloping vice of the locality, but they do 
not flourish, and seem to be like plants grow- 

in uncongenial soil. These German and 
Hebrew people must be brave, indeed, to at- 
tempt to bring up a family amid such sur- 
rou It is at night, and especially 
turday night, when Cheyenne is in 
— glory. Then the young iaborers 
mechanics think it the proper thing to 
part of their week's wages in dissipa- 
tion, and right there they are not obliged to 


their own saloons and in other places con- 
their share toward the city’s crime. 
The wide ‘sidewalks are crowded with peuple, 
among them boys, sons of respectable parents, 
who are “seeing hte and starting on their 


/ downward career at the same time. Tramps— 


male and female—vagrants, thieves, working- 
men, clerks, and business-men out on a little 
time with the boys,“ women with markcet-bas- 
kets, girls with baby-carriages, people of every 
pationality in the world, hurrying, sauntering, 
passing and repassing—the crowds make a 
picture 


well worthy of study. 
A PICTURE TO STUDY. 

The uproar of the concert-saloon smites the 
ears as you pass; the blind woman in the corner 
grinds arbeumatic organ. There is a rush of a 
crowd—what, only a fight! Cut him, did he? 
Here comes the patrol wagoo, and both parties 
sre bundied in and taken to the station. A 
marching club goes by with drums and 
and the teeming tenemerts vomit 
crowds of humanity, taiking in strange dia- 
When the crowd has passed they return 
to tber haunts growling like beasts among 
temesives. Children are everywhere. The 
amazing fecundity of these people almost 
beliet. Babies craw! where the crowd 
thiokest. Two-year-old boys wrestie and 
fight. See that! If that baby had been the pet- 
ted heir of a merchant prince that drunken 
fellow would bave trodden out its little life. 
The baby isn't hurt, but that heavy bee! came 
Rear crushing the soft littie bones, Drunk as 
he is he stops and picks up the baby and kisses 
it. He is not all bad. O, well; the devil looks 
after bis own—aive us t’other bottle. Here is 
group of giris, from 10 to 12 years old, play- 

ing Km around a rosy.” They are saucy 

and impish. What kind of a future have they got, 

Horatio, and what is this crowd bere on the 

sidewalk? Why you can hardly pass through. 

What swarthy, fierce, and cruel faces! Who 

are these people? Italian laborers. The air 

is thick with an overpowering sieuch. Where 
do they all live? 
LIVING QUARTERS, 

What, here in these three numbers, 535, 587, 
and 539 South Clark street? It does not seem 
idle that this reeking, gabbiing crowd 
could find standing-room in these frame shan- 
ties, for they are only one-story high. Les. 
one is two stories and a kind of an attic. These 
tenements are owned bea man somewhat 
noted as an Owner of property used for dis- 
reputabie purposes. He makes it pay, too. 
These poor wretches pay more rent than if 
they were living in ciean, airy rooms with the 
vest of sapitary arrangements. Probably bait 
ei these people have families. A reporter for 
Tus Tripcneg visited these incipient pest-beds 
the other evening, and upon a barmiess pretext 
made a somewhat thorough investigation of 
the premises. regardless of the black ooks and 
the Itallan euss words. . These words were 
the extent of the visitor's knowledge of the 
language, so he was not obliged to avenge the 
deadly insults which were doubtiess showered 
upon him. Upon the first floor of one 
of the shanties there was a saloon where there 
was nothing to sell but beer and the cheapest 
kind of cigars. There was no bar, counter, or 

‘Ornament of any kind in the room. The pro- 
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what beer meant. Back of the saloon was 
g large room where four families lived. One 
gristocratic family had curtained off one corner 
and were inclined to be exclusive, but this was 
not looked upon with favor by the neighbors. 
The housekeeping outfit was generally limited 
to a couple of old quilts and a frying-pan, with 


oes n ot tin ups and a butcher- 


nife, The filth of the room was something 
fearful. 


CHILDREN OF VICE. 


A couple of naked babies were struggling for 
the possession of a piece of broken crockery, 
evidentiy the only piaytifing of the little un- 
fortunates. There was an up-stairs room back 
where five families, lived in about the same 
way. In s corner of the room upon a heap of 
rags lay a haggard-faced woman with a 3-days- 
eld hid upon der wasted bosom. 
The other houses were similar in front. One 
Was a grocery store, led to bursting with the 
miserable lazeroni. The basements of the 
houses bad been housed in by nailing rough 
boards to the posts supporting them. The 
floors were loose boards resting directiy on the 
ground. The odor—but this wasn’t an odor— 
it was a genuine stink and thicker than - the 
Smoke of soft coal. A high board fence runs 
along the rear, and against this shanties have 
been built in which families live like beaste in 


# Stalls. There is an overtiowing privy in the 


back yard, and it is a wonder that the railroad 
company doesn’t take their tracks a block out 
of the way to avoid passingit. Language fails 
in expressing the winning combination of bad 
Smelis that greets the nose of the man who 
Stands in that back yard. There is not much 
More to be said about these breeding- 
Places of disease and vice. A great 
deal could be said, but it could hardly be put 
shape to appear in print.

Dodge of La Salle, III., What gave —— Pom- 
eroy the name of Brick Pomeroy,” it is said 
„ Brick’s hair is red.“ This is a mistake. I 
knew him well from his boyhood for some 
twenty years. His bair was light, but not red, 
nor even auburn. Nor did his name Brick” 
come from the color of his hair. His proper 
name is Mark M. Pomeroy. He was first a 
druggist’s cierk, and then he learned the print- 
ing business. In or shortly before 1856 he went 
from Southern New York to Wisconsin, and in 
1856—"57 he edited the Horicon argus. During 
the latter year he published a series of articles 
which he called Brick-Dust Sketehes’’—not 
exactly in imitation of Neal's “Charcoal 
Sketches,"’ published about 1840 in a Philadel- 
phia paper, but suggested, no doubt, by them. 
Pomeroy’s “ Brick-Dust Sketches” purported 
to be biographies of prominent men in Wiscon- 
ein, and were far more extravagant than witty. 
They partook too mucb of the Munchausen and 
Guiliver style, and yet they were very readable 
and attracted a deal of attention, as much 
perhaps trom the fact the subject of each 
sketch was a well-knowo character in Wiscon- 
sin as from the peculiar and extravagant style 
of the sketches themselves.

BLAZING OIL. 


The announcement of the death of Wallace 


velopment in this country, of which disaster 
he was the last surviving victim, It left bim a 
blind and helpless cripple and subject at times 
to ite of insanity, during which he seemed 
to suffer 


of the great disaster twenty-three years ago. 
In April, 1861, there was a cluster of wells on 
Oil Creek yielding from 100 to 300 barrels of ail 
a day. Harley & Merrick sank a well to the 
depth of 200 feet, but as the yield was small 
they took out the pumps and started the drill 
to make the well deeper. About 5 o’ciock in 
the afternoon of the i6th of April the 
drill had gone to a depth of 300 feet, 
when it struck a vein of oil and gas, 
and instantly the oil rushed up the 5%-inch 
tubing, hurling the tools high in the air, and 
gushing up in a fountain fifty feet in hight. 
The well was spouting at the rate of 100 bar- 
rels an hour. In a very few minutes petroleum 
was runoing in streams in every direction. 
Dams were built and trenches dug to coilect 


the fluid that was running to waste, and in a 
ae re lake of oil surrounded the der- 
ric 


Wallace Riley, then a young man of 24, ar- 
rived at the scene of the excitement at 6 
o'clock from Meadville. He was to be mar 
ried that evening at 8 o'clock to the daughter 
of a farmer who lived on Oil Creek, near the 
Hariey & Merrick well. Riley went with his 
prospective father-in-law and joined the crowd 
at the flowing well. The nature of petroleum 


| gas was then unknown, and while the crowd 


stood about, with po thought of danger, the 
gas from the spurting well was slowly spread- 
ing in every direction and filling the air with 
its presence. There was no fire nearer than a 
quarter of a mile to the well. That was in the 
boiler-house of a well then drilling. By 7 
o'clock in the evening the gas from the 
flowing well had reached this boiler, and taking 
fire in a second the whole oil was ja a flame. 
With a crash and roar like the discharge of a 
field of artillery the fountain of oil became a 
stream of solid fre, falling back to ground, 
over an area of 100 feet, in biazing globes of 
boiling oil. A scene of indescribable horror 
ensued. Seores of people were thrown to the 
ground by the explosion and surrounded by the 
burning oil. The most of these managed to 
reach the outer circle of fire with their lives, 
but all were horribly burned. At the ti of 
the explosion everything in the neighborhood 
for a distance of a quarter of a mile around 
took fire, and shanties, derricks, engine-houses, 
and dwellings were at once wrapped in flames. 
The boiler at Dobbs’ well, eighty rods from the 
original fire, blew up with a tremendous re- 


port, instantly killing the engineer, Wesley 
Skinner. Among those who were pros 
trated by the first explosion of the gas was 
Wallace Riley. He succeeded in gaining his 


feet, and, making his way through the burning 
oll, fell, all ablaze, on the edge of the flery 
circle. He was seized by others, who plunged 
him in a hogshead of water and carried bim 
to a neighboring shanty. Within the circle of 
flame, not ten feet from the edge, at the spot 


bollmg in the seething oj]. H. K. Rouse of 
Warren County. one of the most prom- 
inent of the early oil-producers, from whom 
Rouseville was subsequently named, and 
whose income from oil wells at the time of the 
great disaster amounted to $1,000 a day,.was 
standing near the trench this man was digging 
when the explosion ocvurred. He was lifted 
in the air and thrown more than twenty feet 
away, alighting in a pool of blazing oil. He 
rose to his feet and ran, all abiaze, for a short 
distance and fell. He was seized by several 
men, bis burning clothing extinguished 
and he was carried to a shanty.’ Not 
a vestige of clothing was left upon 
him except his stockings and boots. His hair 
was burned off, as well as his ears, his eyelids, 
and his fingers. His eyeballs were entirely 
burned out. His body was blistered from the 
breast down. He never lost consciousness, 
but lived nine hours, during which time he de- 
liberately dictated bis will to his lawyer. In 
this will he left $100,000 to the poor of Warren 
County, but died before he could acknowledge 
and sign the document. 

Besides Mr. Rouse twelve dead bodies were 
taken from the flames before they were entire- 
ly destroyed. Of these only six could be recogr- 
nized—the brothers Walker, two leading oil 
men of Clarion County; Wesley Skinner of 
Wattsburet John Stevens, Judd Mason, and 
Albert Gardiner. Twelve men who were known 
to have visitedthe spot, strangers sight-seeing 
in the oi! regions, were believed to have been 
among the victims of the disaster, as they 
could not be found and were never heard of 
afterwards. Thirty-four men were rescued as 
Wallace Riley was, but their injuries wére so 
great that twenty-two of them died. 

The scene at the hight of the fire is described 
as having been the most frightful and at the 
same time grandest spectacle ever witnessed. 
The flow ot oil continued unabated for months, 
and, as no buman power could extinguish the 
flames, continued burfiing furiously. The well 
finally gradually exhausted itself and the fre 
was at lastconquered. Hundreds of thousands 
of barrels.of oil were consumed, and the well 
which would bave been an enormous fortune 
to the owners ruined them. 

Wallace Riley was burned in almost exactly 
the same manner as the unfortunate Mr. Rouse 
had been. For weeks his sufferings were in- 
tense, and he constantly begged to be killed. 
The young woman to whom he was to haye 
been married on that terrible evening was his 


His life was saved, but he was left sigutless and

His mind was so badly 
affected, and, although he recovered in a grea 
measure his mental powers, he was subject to
